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*Congo (Kinshasa) ; President Mobutu's decision 
to bring rebel leader Pierre Mulele to trial will 
head off adverse public reaction to Mulele 's recent 
amnesty . 

Mulele, an associate of leftist former premier 
Patrice Lumumba, was the only rebel leader of stature 
still holding out against the central government in- 
side the Congo. He fled to Brazzaville in mid-Septem- 
ber from the western Congo where he had been waging 
guerrilla warfare since 1963. Following weekend talks 
in Brazzaville with Foreign Minister Bomboko, Mulele 
was granted amnesty. His triumphant return to Kin- 
shasa on 29 September received wide television cov- 
erage and he was given red carpet treatment by top 
Kinshasa officials. 

Public reaction, however, has been adverse; 
many Congolese have been incensed by this turnabout 
in view of the many atrocities ascribed to Mulele. 
Members of the army have been particularly disturbed — 
so much so that army commander Louis Bobozo on 30 
September made a radio appeal for officers and en- 
listed men to keep cool and accept this newest ef- 
fort toward national reconciliation. 
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When Mobutu returned yesterday from his three-week 
trip to North Africa, he reversed Bomboko ' s decision 
to grant the amnesty. Brazzaville officials turned 
Mulele over in good faith, however, a nd some may be 
upset about this apparent duplicity.
